Most or the day session of the Senate was devoted 


to discussing the Keconstrnction bill passed by the 
House yesterday. The democrats seemed endeavor- 
ing to talk the bill to death; but their efforts were fruit- 
less—they could not talk long enough. Tlielr ideas 
gave out rather goon, and a vote was reached, not 
only carrying the House bill.lbnt Morton's amend 
ment, making ratification of the fifteenth amend 
ment an Indispensable preliminary to mil and com- 
plete restoration to the Union. This was quite a 
triumph for Morton, Inasmuch as his proposition 
was tabooed by the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
opposed by some of the leading minds of the Senate. 
Proclamation ot the President Convcmntr tlie 


Senate ill Extra Session. 


Tne President's first proclamation reached the 


Senate to day. It was to convene the Senate In 
extraordinary session, a thing looted for with deep 
concern by the hordes of office hunters gathered 
nere in hungry suspense, and which delights them 
hugely. Some of these aspirants tor service under 
TJncle Sam's banner have been waiting here since 
March 4, dally expecting to hear something favor- 
able from U. S 6 , and they had none very nearly 
Into the depths of despair In consequence of the hor 
rlole uncertainty enveloping their fates Last nlglrt 
and this morning they were like men condemned for 
execution, and seemed ready to commit suicide as a 
means of relief to their tortured minds. Now, how- 
ever, they have been raised from the pit of despair 
to the dome of hope 
and delightful expec- 


tation.

omen to his individual prospects. Particularly is 
this rhe case with the army of candidates for diplo 
niatic and consular dignities. Grant and Fish teem

session will continue for any length of time, on the 
contrary, many of the Senators, who profess to 
Know the President's intentions, declare^ that the 
work ahead will not keep them here more than 
a wees: or ten days 
When the proclamation 


was read in the Senate this afternoon Mr. Fessen- 
den, in hia quiet, dry way, asked whether It did not 
provUe for an extra session In 1870 instead of 1889 
Another opportunity was afforded the discontented 
for exclaiming In derision, "Another blunder 1 
another blunder I" The cause of this was the word 
Ing of the document ItselfT which called for au ex- 
tra session of the Senate "next April." Fesaenden 
wanted to know whether the word "next" did not 
literally make the proclamation mean April, 18701 
•mere was no little smlllng-and joking at this Inter- 
rogatory from the usually solemn Senator from 
Maine. The only klnil of joke he ever perpetrates Is 
that which la covered with bitter, cutting Bar

to feel astonished than pleased, therefore when 
he provoked a laugh to day It was no ordinary 
occurrence. Fessenden, however, was in earnest, 
and waited up to the Secretary's desk to suggest 
that the attention of the President should be called 
to the wording of the proclamation, so that it might 
have legal and binding force to convene the Senate 
next Monday. Many Senators concurred to Fesaen 
den's opinion, holding that aa the present month Is 
April, next April must literally be construed to mean 
April, 1870. In accordance with the suggestion of Mr 
VessendCD It was sent hack to the White Houac, and 
there altered so as to read "12th of Ann!, i860," In 
jitead of "12th of April next " The following Is the 
proclamation — 


Whereas, Object* of interest to the United States 
require that the Senate should be convened at twelve 
o'clock on tlie 12th day of April^ 1809, to receive 
and act upon such communications as may DC made 
to It on the part of the Executive 


Now. 
therefore, I, 0. S. Grant, President of the 
United States, have considered It to be my duty to 
Issue this my proclamation, declaring that an extra 
ordinary occasion requires the Senate of the United 
States to convene for the transaction of business at 
the Capitol, in the city of Washington, on the 12th 
<Uy of April, 1809, at twelve o'clock {noon) on that 
day, on which all who shall at that tune be entitled 
to act as members of that body are hereby required 
to take notice.

The House Refuses to Take n. Recess. 


Abont eleven o'clock many of the members of tin 


House got sleepy and wanted to go home, and a 
motion was made to take a recess until- to-morrow 
at ten o'clock. The Speaker called the attention o 
the House to the fact that if they took a recess much 
of the business between the two houses would fai 
for want ot time. Eldridge, of Wisconsin, who has 
been on the rampage generally to-night, was so rudi 
as to cry out while the Speaker was making his 
statement, "1 object to debate." The Speaker very 
quietly told him that the objection would not be 
entertained. The House, by a large vote, refused to 
take a recess. 


Executive Session of the Senate. 


After passing the Paciflc Railroad bill the Senate 


went Into executive session. A strong effort was 
made to get the Senate to take up Fremont's Memphis 
and El Paso Railroad bill, bnt it failed signally 
Senators were anxious to go Into the business o 
omee filling, and the galleries were accordingly 
cleared and the doors closed. Poor Fremont, who 
had been wandering from one house to the other 
during the whole day, suddenly disappeared. Some 
of the people who had filled the Senate galleries 
went over to the House, but the great bnlk went 
home. Several remained tn the lobbies andcotrl 
dors about the Senate, particularly the office hun- 
ters, who lingered to learn their fate. Whenever one 
of the doors of the Senate chamber opened to let ont 
a Senator he was immediately surrounded and over 
whelmed with interrogatories. Poor fellows I Their 
suspense was terrible.

A delegation of the Union league of Philadelphia 


arrived to night to urge the appointment of George 
H Boker, the secretary of the League, to the mission 
to Spain Inasmuch as Pennsylvania has already 
been given one first class mission, it is doubtful 
whether she will get another. 
The Knssum Mission Accorded to Ex-Governor 


Curtin, of Pennsylvania. 


At the Cabinet meeting to day ex Governor Cnrtm, 


ot Pennsylvania, was anally agreed upon for the 
mission to Russia. 
There has ijeen considerable 


contention among the Pennsylvania 
politicians 


about this appointment. Curtm Is the recognized 
leader of what is known as the anti-Cameron, fac- 
tion, and was -vigorously opposed by Senator Came- 
ron. Curtin was supported by Colonel Forney, A. 
K. McClure, W D. Kelley and a majority of the 
Congressional delegation In Lthe House

quite a lively contest about the mission to England. 
The three candidates most strongly spoken of—Mot- 
ley, 
Jay and Banks—are here, and have hosts of 


friends laboring for them 
Motley has been on the 


floor of the Senate nearly every day for a week past, 
working In very undiplomatic style for the object of 
his ambition 
Summer is at the back of his friend 


Motley ever since the lattei's enjoyable epistolary 
tilt with old Seward, and has declared that he will 
atick to him, even should he be the only solitary 
affirmative vote. Sumner practically rules the for- 
eign policy of the country now; at least he expects 
to be able to do so through his chairmanship of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, as well aa by rea 
son of the yielding character of Premier Fish, In 
whom the Massachusetts statesman anticipates no 
formidable antagonist. 
If Sumner succeeds In 


getting Motley into the English 
mission 
he 


expects^ practically, to rule oui foreign Intercourse 
completely

tive abroad. On the other hand, John Jay la after 
the position, with no Idea of permitting himself to 
be beaten by Motley, Sumucr or any other man.

He says he won't accept any 
thing else. "Jupiter aul nilul" General Banks 
says nothing whatever about the matter 
He is 


silent about himself, as he always is, but some of his 
friends say it would please him greatly were the 
President to tender him the appointment,

declare that what>Banks really would liKe to get Is 
the Russian mission. 


In the meantime there is considerable speculation 


over the delay to sending In the foreign nominations. 
It was given out some time ago that as soon as the 
most Important places at home were disposed of the 
foreign appointments would be taken up and acted 
upon 
With the exception of a few post offices 


and some minor positions under the Interior 
Department all the offices have been filled and no 
nominations for positions abroad have been sent to 
the senate. It is stated that the delay has been 
caused in part by the action of Mr. Washbnrne dur- 
ing his brief stay in the State Department in making 
out places for his friends. 'Ihis arrangement em 
barrassed the new Secretary of btate ,who was 
averse to being In any manner bound by what Mr. 
Washburne had done 
It was expected that a Use of 


foreign nominations would be sent In to-day, and 
the numcious applicants for places abroad were 
sorely disappointed when It was known that none 
came In. Secretary 1'ish lelt the Department for the 
Cablnent meeting to day with his portfolio full of 
papers, and it is surmised that the protracted ses 
slon of the Cabinet was devoted to the consideration 
of the more Important foreign missions and some of 
the chief consulates It is understood that a number 
of these were agreed upon and by next week it Is 
probable that the names of the lucky ones will be

Meeting. 


One subject occupying the attention of the Cabinet 


to-day Is said to have been the proposal to recognize 
Cuban independence. It is stated that the whole 
matter was talked over thoroughly, and that the 
^comparison of views among Cabinet members devel- 
oped a strong feeling favorable to giving the moral 
support of our government to the struggling patriots 
of Cuba. What this means of course IR susceptible 
or various interpretations. Some assert it indicates 
a determination to speedilj accord belligerent rights 
to the Cubans. Others declare it simply means 
that our government will refuse to prevent 
the departure of nllbnstenn? expeditions, while 
others contend 
that it merely 
means 
that 


President Grant will urge 
Congress to pass 


strong resolutions of sympathy with the cause. 
Whether General Grant and his Cabinet intend or not 
take a bold stand on the side of Cuban inde- 
pendence, it is certain some very high officials make 
no secret of their desire that the "ever faithful 
isle" should be recognized 
as 
entitled 
to 


belligerent rights 
One high official, who fills a 


position second only to a Cabinet officer, said In con 
versation to-day that he did not believe in any red 
tape nonsense about Cuba. If he had his way he 
would not only recognize Cuba but allow every 
filibustering expedition in this country to go away 
unmolested. Cuba, he thought, was in a better con- 
dition now than was the South during the late rebel- 
lion when belligerent rights were granted Dy Eng- 
land and France. 
The Pacific Railroad Investigation—Recom- 


mendations of the House Committee. 


There was a full meeting of the House Committee 


OP the Pacific Railroads this morning, at which, 
after an animated discussion, it was agreed to re- 
port the following resolution to the Honse, as the 
basis of a joint resolution to be passed by the House 
and Senate — 
iT'Resolved, As the judgment of this committee, that pending 
thB investigation ordered by this House on the 29th day of 
Much last, as to the alleged meg»l i«sue of United sute« 
bonds to the Central Pacl&c Railroad Company of California, 
on the 3d day of March last, no more bonds of the United 
States should be Issued to said company for work done east 
of Atonument Point, or until the final completion and accept- 
ance ofgaaldioadby the government.and that during &e- 
pendency of this investigation no further bonds 01 tuft 
united States should be i£t>ned to the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company for work done west of Ogden, or until the final com- 
pletion and acceptance of said Onion Vacific BaOroad by the 
government 4 provided, that nothing contained m this resolu 
tlon shall be construed as bearing upon the queaMon involved 
In this investigation, under the resolution o the Honse aa to 
the location of said lines of the road, or any fraud al'eged 
therein. 


The committee also agreed to ask the adoption of

Resolved, That the Committee on the Pac*Sc Railroad, or 
such sub committee an they may. designate, are hereby 
authorized to sit during the vacation,at sucb imes and places 
as they may deem advisable, for the purDose of making the 
investigation ordered March 29, and the ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses of such committee and their clerk shall be paid 
during the time they are engaged in snch examination 


The Bill to Amend the Judicial System. 


The following Is the bill to amend the judicial sys- 


tem of the United States as it goea to the Presi- 
dent*— 


Be it enacted, 4c . That 'he S jpreme Court of the United 
States shall hereafter consist of the Chief Justice of th« 
united States and eight associate justices, any ai* of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, and for the purposes of this act 
there shall be appointed an additional associate instice ot 
said court 


SEC 2 And be It further enacted, That for each of the nine 
existing Judicial Circuit* there shall be appointed a Circul' 
Judge, who shall reside in his circuit and shall possess the 
same power and jurisdiction therein as the Justice of the Su- 
preme Court allotted to the circuit- The Circuit Courts In 
each circuit shall be held by the Justice of the Supreme 
Court allotudtothe circuit, or by the Circuit Judge of the 
circuit, or by the District Judge of the district sitting alone 


the other (who shall 'preside) and the District j'ud'i 
such courta may be held at the same time in the 
,-. and 
- .- .— Jlfferent 
and causes may be heard and 
dlstrictaof the same circuit, auu causes may oe neard and 
tried by each of the judges holding any such court, uittlni*

shall designate the business to be done by each. The circuit 
Judges shah each receive an annual salary of $5,000 
Sue. 3. That nothing in this act shall affect the nowers of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court aa Judge of the Circuit 
Court, excent in the appointment of clerks of the Circuit 
Courts, wbo. in each circuit, Hh»U be unpointed Dy tbe Circuit 
Judge 01 that circuit and the clerks of the District Courts shall 
be appointed by the Judges thereof respectively, provided 
that the present clerks 01 said court shall continue In office 
till other appointment* be made in their place or they be 
otherwise removed. 


SBO 4 That It shall oe the duty- of the Chief Justice and of 
each Justice of th* Supreme Court to attend at least one 
term of the Circuit Court in each district 01 his circuit during 
every period of two years. 


SEC. 5 —That any judge of any court of the United States, 


•who having held his (.ommlfiKlon as such at least ten years, 
shall, after having attained the a^e of seventy years, resign 
his oulcc, and shall thereafter during the residue of his nat- 
ural life receive the same salary which was by law nayablw 
to him at the time of bis resignation

On motion of Mr. THUMBF/LI (rep.) of 111 , the 


House bill authorizing the submission of the consti- 
tution of Virginia, Mississippi and Texas to a vote of 
the people was taken up. 


Mr MomoN, (rep.) of Ind., offered as an addi- 


tional section the joint resolution offered by him the 
other day, providing that before Virginia,' Missis- 
sippi and Texas shall be admitted to a represents 
tion in Congress their several legislatures shall 
ratify the fifteenth amendment to the constitution. 
Mr. T«UMBDU, did not think. It wise to add tula 
section to the bill. Congress naa aireaay, with great 
deliberation, pasaoa several acts prescribing the 
condition, of reconstruction, and several States had 
complied with those conditions and been admitted 
to a representation, and for Congress now to 1m 
pose additional conditions -would be a breach of 
laith with those people. He.had no doubt that those 
States would ratify the fifteenth amendment with- 
out it being made a condition ol reconstruction. 
Mr. MORTON denied that it would be a breach ot 
faith. No agreement had been made between Con- 
gress and the unreconstructed States. Congress had 
offered those States reconstruction upon certain 
conditions, bat they had refused to accept the offer, 
and had stood ont in hostility to the govern- 
ment, and now It was the right of Congress 
to impose whatever conditions it pleased, 
pro- 
vided 
tnat 
they 
werax right and just 
in 
themselves. He would rather see the pending bill 
fall than pass without this amendment. The Toeslre 
of the democratic party was to keep this question.of 
negro suffrage open aa an element of success in the 
election o£18J2. The democrats calculated that with- 
out the votes of Virginia, Mississippi, Texas and In- 
diana the fifteenth amendment must fail of ratifica- 
tion, and the only way to defeat that result was by 
makinct its ratification a condition of the readmlsston 
of those States. 
Mr OONJU.IKO, (rep )o[H. Y, said the imnoaltlon 
of the new condition proposed by the Senator irom In- 
diana (Ur. Mortonj would be a breach of faith. That 
Senator contended the States In question had re- 
mained unreconstructed only because they had wil- 
' fully stood out and refused to accept reconstruction 
upon the condition ottered by Congress 
This cer- 
tainly was not true of Virginia, one or ihe states 
to which this bill is intended1 to apply Virginia had 
gone on an far as she could In the prescribed course 
of reconstruction, and had failed to_complete It only 
because the commanding general, representing the 
government or the united states, had been unable 
for wane of money to hold the election which was 
necessary as a condition precedent to her admission 
to a representation in Congress. 
Mr. THORHAN. (dem.) of Ohio, said the power of 
Congress In relation to changing the constitution. 
was merely to propose amendments. But the amend- 
ment of the Senator from Indiana (Mr. Mortoni pro- 
posed that Congress, having already submitted the 
dfteenth constitutional amendment to the people 
should now go on and coerce certain States into 
ratifying It. This would be an outrage, not alone 
upon the people of those States, but upon the people 
of all the States, by forcing negro suffrage upon 
them Indeed, he understood tne Senator to say 
that one great object of his amendment was to over- 
ride the will of the people of nls State (Indiana) 
Mr. MORTON — Not to override the will or the peo- 


ple, but to override a revolutionary party in Indi- 
ana, which seeks to thwart the will of the people. 
Mr. THUHMAN— ir the benate really believes the 
people of Indiana are in favor of negro suffrage, wny 
fnot consent to submit it to them directly and not at- 
tempt to force it upon them by a Legislature elected 
on the- Chicago platform, which expressly dia 
avowed the Intention to force negro suffrage on the 
States m the Union*

Mr. FARNSWORTH declined doing eo, but chal- 
lenged anything to be said against any one or them. 
He reminded the House mat during the rebellion the 
men m tne Sooth ha>t cither to become refugees or 
bow to the storm, and he- intimated that some of 
those now opposing this bin would have bowed 
much lower if uiey nad been in the same position.

RECAPTURE 
OF THE 
COMAND1TARIO 


British Territory Searched l>y Spanish 


Troops for the Crew. 


Excitement; in tlie> 


The readers of the HERALD have been informed of 


the seizure by Cnban insurgents of the Spanish 
coasting steamer Comanditarlo, and of her subse- 
quent arrival at Havana, having been recaptured by 
Spanish cruisers. Tae folio-wins interesting ac- 
counts of her Tiroceedmsa and recapture we copy 
from the Nassau, X. P., papers. We learn that the 
excitement at that place was very intense against 
the Spaniards because of their high-handed proceed- 
ings and utter disregard of the usual courtesies of 
international intercourse. 


The Nassau Guardian, of Starch SI, says:— 
The Spanish steamer Tara, John Lopez O'Connor, 
master, - arrived and anchored at Southwest Bay 
on Friday, 2«th instant. On the 27th she reported as 
from Havana, entering aud clearing the same day 
lor Charleston. While at Soathwest Bay she re- 
ceived coal from tiie schooner Violin, which vessel, 
on her return to Nassau, was found to have a horse 
and sundry articles on board which had been tran- 
shipped from the steamer, and the schooner and 
cargo were accordingly seized by the Custom House 
authorities for an infringement ot the revenue laws. 
The Receiver General went -down to Southwest 
Bay in the lighthouse yacht Kichmond, followed by 
Her Majesty's steamer Philomel, but the Tara was 
out of sight. 


The same Journal, of April 3, has the following.— 
Tbe wrecking schooner Klva, Mingo, master, has 
arrived from Berry Islands- The master reports 
that four Spanish war vessels were at the Berry 
laiandsyesteraay, antl that the steamer Yara was 
captured iat Great Harbor on Tnursday last. This 
vessel during the chase ran for the land, when ner 
crew scuttled her and went ashore, She was then 
boarded by a parry ot Spanish sailors, who stopped 
the leak, and sue was lying afloat when the Elva left 
yesterday. 
The master of the Elva also reports the landing of 
about 300 men from the war vessels in search of the

Br the arrival of the schooner Blva Irom the BanKs 
to-day we have rece'ved ihe ^following startling in- 
telligence:—ihe day before yesterday the Cnban 
privateer Comsnditano, ahas Tara, was wrecked 
on one or tho»e dangerous reefs in the vicmitv 
of the Berry islands, where the crew went on 
shore, Iney nad SOD long Been,there, however, 
when sis Spanisn men of-war hove in sight, and im- 
mediately lanifed a number of marines and soldiers 
on the islaud, who proceeded to scour over the 
whole island m search, of the Cuban refugees: andnot 
content w itu invading her Majesty s territories, com- 
menced firing at o«r Bahama wreckers who hap- 
pened to oe m. the neiguoorhoou. This Intelligence 
may be relied upon as authentic, and Is nomine 
short ol a declaration of war against Great Britain. 


STATEMENT OT THE OAFTAHS OP THE BtTA. 
The following is the" sworn evidence given by the 
captain of the schooner Blva, before the Hon. K. B. 
A. Taylor, and wnl be read with interest-— 
"Walter Mmzo sworn—I am the- master of the 
wrecking schooner Eiva, of the port ot Nassau; on 
Thursday evening last, abreast of Stirrup Cay light- 
house, standing in on the starboard tack about half 
a mile off taelighl; heading in for GreatSarbor, I 
saw four steamers, two coming towards me and one1 
larger than the rest lymgto, with a small one asterni 
just as 1 got abreast of treat Harbor channel, about 
a quarter ol a mUe off, one of the two steamed close 
to me and fired two guns, after she fired I hauled 
the schooner s jib sheet to windward; sue ran broad- 
side to me and spoke me in. Spanish, and made signs 
to me to stop, and if I did not they would are into 
me; 
they loaded 
the guns, and 
after see- 
ing this I 
hauled the jib sheet to wind'- 
ward ttnd she put out a boat, manned by 
SLX men and one officer, and they boaraed me; the 
officer asked me where I was from; I told-him 1 was 
from tiie Banxs; he asked me to show him my pa- 
pers; I showed him my clearance from Customs at 
Nassau, he was not satisfied with that, he said he 
wanted my papers, I told mm noj I showed him my. 
wrecking articles, still he was not satisfied; he told 
me the captain of the man of-war said he must bring 
my papers, 1 would not give uiln tue papers; Isold 
if the captain n ants them he must come and take 
them by force; he then went to the tiller to take It 
from the man that was steerl&g, to bring her to; I 
would not allow him to do it; 1 took the tiller and 
kept her full and ran into Great Harbor, the man- 
01-war boat was still alongside, aud the smarter 
steamer, flying the Spanish "nag, chased me rand 
could not catch me until 1 anchored in Great Har- 
bor; as eoon as I anchored four boats from the. 
one tliat was chasing me, with About ajff men, 
armed, accompanied with offlcers,\cainc alongside 
and remained near me resting on their oars, at 
this time tue officer who first boarded me was sttll 
on board with a linguist, who interpreted between 
me and ttte officer, half-past flve o'clock they first 
boarded me, and quitted about naif past six: o'clock; 
the linguist was not In. uniform; he said to me, 
the officer requires that your vessel be searched; I 
did not refuse, and he went to the hatchway aud 
went below with me; ha satisfied himself that there, 
was nothing but Ballast; came up again; the whole 
ol the boat's crew went ashore, the boat with her 
crew who llrst boarded went off and joined the ship 
she came from; these men remained ashore for two 
hours and a half, armed with guns and bayonets; I 
did not laud but remained at anchor until a quarter 
past two o'clock, aud weighed anchor and came out, 
and sailed for Nassau; caine in at two o'clock this 
morning, dead beatiiown, tbeKlvais sijcty one tons, 
licensed to wreck; her license is marked eighty-live; 
cairies a crew of sixteen, all told; owned by Jameg 
Culiner, oi Tarpum Bay, Eleuthera, of the soul Ba- 
hama Islands.

markets,

nsufnciently paid, and have prepared a new 
jcaic of prices which they have submitted 
o tbe leading firms in that branch of the business 
They stats that they now receive from $s 60 to $4 60 
or»making the finebt coats, the same price as was 
paid fourteen years ago; business coats arc made 
or one dollar to $1 50, and pants at from slxtv-two 
to eighty-seven cents each 
borne flrst class houses 
pay from oue^dollar to f 1 25. These rates they state 
do not give die workman more than one dollar per 
day, and they now ask for seven dollars for

Ocean Telegraphy—Proponed Redaction 


Tarifls—Projected r,ine». 


LONDON, March 27,1809. 


The directors of the Atlantic cable are doing a wise 


thing in turning their attention to the reduction of 
their tariff, and, as the HEBAXD readers have already 
been apprised, they promise a reduction from sis: 
shillings and nine pence to four shillings sterling 
from June 1, between London and NewTork. The 
Renter French Cable Company, in the meantime, ex- 
press confidence in the speedy construction of their 
line, and a German cable to America ta also on the 
carpet. According to the statistics of traffic by the ex- 
isting Atlantic cables, Hamburg, Bremen, Frankfort, 
Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Antwerp and Brussels 
send more messages across tbe ocean than does the 
whole of France, and there is a very strong feeling 
in commercial circles in North Germany that if an 
independent communication should be established 
by oceanic telegraph between a point of the Prussian 
seabord and America it would be more acceptable 
politically, commercially and socially than to send 
messages through the French cable, In the event of 
its being laid and landed on the American shore It 
Is said that a proposition has been made by influen- 
tial capitalists to lay a cable from a point in Prussia 
lot far 
from 
Tonning, «round tho north of 
Scotland, 
and 
along 
the 
west 
coast of 
Ireland, to 
join 
the 
two 
cables or the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company at the Valentin 
station. 
Should this line be completed, which 
is more than probable, messages arriving at the 
Prussian point of departure would be sent, as It is 
technically called in ocean telegraphy, in one 
"jump" to Talentla, in another to Heart's Content 
and m another to New York. In\a political point 
of view this proposed Hue Is of interest to America, 
since the States would then be in more facile com- 
munication with -Russia and Prussia, with wiiorn 
their relations have ever been friendly, while com- 
mercially tho advantages it offers are of a cogent 
kind. America swarms with German emigrants, and 
when the cost of oceanic telegraphy shall be reduced 
so as to enable the general public to use the cables 
almost 
ajj they would use the post, tben the 
communication between the two countries will 
be enormous. The whole question is said to be at 
present occupying the serious attention of the Pius 
sian government, and tinder existing circumstances 
It is behoved that the acquisition of a German 
oceanic telegraph in conjunction with the Anglo- 
Americau company would be strongly favored by the 
Prussian Chambers as a irult of new born nailon- 
ailty and from a feeling of rivalry with France It 
is tne governing idea with the ruling circles in Ber- 
lin that France must be taught to regard Germauy 
as her equal, at least in all matters of uatlouttl pio 
?ress, and America cannot foil to benefit by thin hon- 
orable rivalry, as a result or which the public will 
no doubt be better served In telegraphic matters aud 
at a CUeaper rate.

He is preceded by 
some Swiss guards and escorted by the pre- 
lates in service, all in the palace costume.

GERMANY. 


Ajoother Protest From the Kx-Iting ol Han- 


over. 


The German journals publish a protest from King 


George of Hanover against the sequestration of nia 
property. His Majesty takes pains to demonstrate 
the illegality of that measure, and to refute the rea- 
somne by which the Prussian government have 
justified It:— 


The king—and he pledges his royal word for the 
truth of what he asserts—has confined himself to 
affording aid to the 700 or 800 Hanoverians who had 
fled from their country to escape the Prussian 
military service; aud the speech, which toe pro- 
nounced in the midst of his relatives and friends 
was essentially an act of private life. These two 
facts, besides, even m supposing them to have had 
the character attributed to them by Prussia, did not 
constitute &n infraction of the contract of Septem- 
ber 29, 1867, wliicti had no political import. Thus 
King George, in atill hoping that the king of Prussia, 
guided by a feeling of Justice, would still return to 
an execution of tne conventions, only accomplished 
those in which he was concerned, and caused the 
lfl-,000,ooo of tualers then in England to be immedi- 
ately Joanded over to the Prussian Charge d'Aifaues. 
But his .confidence in the probity of King William 
was again jleceivotl; and legality was trampled un- 
der toot. The .motives urged by Count de Bismarck 
to induce the Chambers to vote for the sequestra- 
tion were in realitynotning more than a repetition 
of unfounded accusations already so often produced, 
and a lengtby enumeration of calumnies a thousand 
times refuted.

A parry of hungry, unprincipled politicians, 
with nothing to lose but everything to gain, are 
ftBXlOUato get into power and nil their pockets, re- 
gardiess&I 569 ruin and misery which thesis con- 
stantly recurring" revolutions are rapidly bunging 
upon their countiy. 
It la now rumored that Arlatldes Obalflia, a promi- 
nent politician, who was reported killed in tue Cbtri- 
qut row of October last, Is still living.

Salvador, under the beneficial influence of good 


government, continues to progress favorably In tha 
development of uer internal resources. Large sugar 
and coffee estates (farms) are being opened, and the 
government is giving countenance to every measure 
likely to beneflt tne country. Work has already been 
commenced on the new Iron wharf at La Libenad, 
and no doubt the structure will sooa be success- 
fully completed, and tne President lias just con- 
cluded a contract for the erection at the same port 
or warehouses suitable for the business of the place. 
'ihe budget for 18S9 shows a lavorable balance of 
$5^647, which is to be applied to the payment of the 
consolidated debt. 
The people of the State of Nicaragua seem at last 
to be rousing from tue letnargy in which they have 
been steeped for some yeara past. Congress has re- 
centiy passed some measures likely to prove of 
benefit to the remibhc. The want of labor being 
greatly felt, a law authorizing the importation of 
Chinese has been passed. Another bill of importance 
relating to mining has also been successful. It 
grants absolute liberty to work: the mines in any 
legitimate manner their owners may think proper. 
Congress has also ratified the- contract between 
M. Chevalier and the Nicaraguan Minister for exca- 
vating a canal across Nicaragua. This has drawn 
forth a spirited protest from Mr. Felix Belly, who 
some years aco obtained a concession for making a. 
canal, and whose concession is Uela to be valid by 
the French JLaw courts, as shown in a recent trial. 
Nicaraguaus arc very sanguine about this canal, and 
fully believe tuat M. CUevalier, backed by tne 
French Emperor, will be able to carry out his con- 
tract. 


Costa Rica seems now to be free from tlie political 
troubles which agitated the country a few montna 
ago. A decree Issued by the President on the lota 
of March authorizes foreigners, in future, to de- 
nounce mines wituout special permission or the 
government.

of March, when It resulted in an unsuccessful out- 
break in that city agaluut Uie existing powers, in 
whicli many of the cuief otllcers of the army toot 
part against their leader who, only a couple of 
months ago, tuey Helped to place In power. 


TUe leader of tne revolutionary movement was 
General vclntetnilla, wUo took possession of tho 
Governor. Colonel CTraga brought his troops to sus- 
tain the government, and the attempt waa~Bujj- 
pressed by the death of General Velntemrlla In tho 
ligiit 
TUis lasted four lioura and was quite a des- 
perate one, about 300 of the 800 who took part therein 
becanie/iurv, aecomliat. Tins number Includes many 
citizens who came to Vemtciuilla's aid, and a largo 
proportion of tlieui were almost boys. 
Iu consequence of tUis event almost all that were 
concerned in tue revolt have left tlie couniry, SOIIIB 
witu passports, otUers without, 30 tniu L>r. Garcia 
Moieuo, wUo is expected front Quito on the 28Ui 10- 
ut, will have no one to prosecute.

for many yours, and who in his commercial as well 
aa aocUl life, enjoyed tlie esteem of a largo number 
oi friends. 


AS regards Lima and Caliao, no fever of any alarm- 
ing form has as yet appeared, and we are in Jiopea 
that the present cool weather will avert the calamity 
from us.

Tlio Indian War—General Stems. 


VALPARAISO, March fo, 1860. 


The only event of Interest now attracting atten- 


tion in Chile is the war with the Araucanmn savages, 
and the preparations now being made to vigorously 
push on the HC'it arc universally applauded. A 
special column of 1,200 men, with six-pieces of light 
artillery, is organised for the purpose or pushing, to 
the very heart of the enemy's tcrutory, burning and 
den. roying everything in their reach and endeavoring 
by the most cruel, yet at the samo time necessary 
measures, to force tlic Indiana Into subjection.

A Yonntf Man Pierces Hla Heart "With an 


Arrow.

East Broadway on tae body of James W. Grant, the 
Scotchman wno committed suicide late on Thursday 
afternoon by stabbing himself to the heart Iwith an 
Indian, arrow, as heretofore published in the HSBAXJ>.

In the 
straggle to take the deadly weapon from the insane 
man the shale, two feet or-more in length, to wnich, 
it was attached, was broken; Grant then made a 
lunge at Brooks with, tae arrow, wherennon the 
latter ran into the hallway and held, the door 
par- 
tially open, looted back and saw Grant stab Himself 
with the arrow, fall to ~tne floor and die. "Wooster 
Beach, M. D., made a post-mortem examination on 
the body ot deceased and ionnd tne arrow in tne 
eighth ven-tricie of the heart, andjtestified that tae 
wound caused death. Tne jury accordingly ren- 
dered a verdict to tlus effect. Deceased was thirty 
years of age.

In short, there is only one plan in which 


General Grant may possibly satisfy in suc- 
cession a decisive majority of the office-seek- 
ing patriots of the republican party. This 
plan is to change his Cabinet every month and 
to leave the distribution of the offices to his 
secretaries. But when we come to think of 
it even this will not do; for if the collector, 
assessor, marshal or postmaster appointed in 
April is to be turned out in May the difficulty, 
instead of being mended, will be made worse 
by these monthly rotations, even with the con- 
sent of the Senate. 
But we like none the 


less General Grant's fundamental proposition 
to change, his Cabinet whenever he finds it 
inefficient, although he may thus be required 
to change it every weelc. We hear, too, that 
a change of two or three members maybe soon 
expected, and we are not sorry to hear it; for 
if half that is said of the present Cabinet be 
true it is "a balky team"- and not calculated 
to pull together up the steep hills of our 
foreign relations nor through the mudholes of 
Southern reconstruction. 
E is said that Mr. 


Pish is too much of the "old line whig" of 
twenty-five years ago oa Cuba, St. Domingo, 
Mexico, Canada and the Alabama claims for 
he "Young America" of the present day; 
lat Boutwell has not the grasp of mind 
or the retorma needed in our financial system, 
and that Mr. Borie is not tbe Secretary of the 
)Tavy. A copperhead journal, which assumes 
o know all the ins and outs of the administra- 
ion, attributes this observation to Admiral 
Porter:—"Mr. Borie is a nice little man; he 
does everything that I tell him to do." 


Such things as these may be only the "weak 


.nventions of the enemy," but they aae 
creating troubles in the republican camp. 
The late facetious and enthusiastic Dana, 
the devoted and persistent volunteer Cabinet- 
maker for General Grant tiH the General had 
made his own Cabinet, is no longer facetious 
over Greeley for the Court of St. James nor 
enthusiastic over the hero of Vicksburg. Dana, 
indeed, has become sour and spiteful over the 
president's appointments and perfectly out- 
rageous in his Sings at Borie and Porter. Gree- 
ey is evidently under a cloud, Raymond is 
befogged, and the waterfowl poets of the Post, 
in most unseemly wrath, have been exercising 
their poetic fancies against Senator Fenton's 
influence at headquarters. All these clastungs 
and family jars in this locality may be divided 
between Messrs. Morgan, Conkling and Feu- 
ton in Washington, and one result will moat 
nrobably be, with the aid of the Albany 
Legislature, a general demoralization of the 
party in this State in time for the next fall 
election. 


But what more could the republican mana- 


gers or expectants of any faction or color ask 
of General Grant in giving out the loaves and 
fishea than he has done and is doing ? Has he 
not been as impartial and comprehensive in his 
favors as man could be? Among the recipi- 
ents of his bounties are there not, in fair pro- 
portions, radicals, 
conservatives, 
soldiers, 


sailors, civilians, rebels, women, Indians and 
niggers? 
Wendell Phillips, who is not an 


office-seeker, finds General Grant up to the 
mark of his high calling; Miss Susan B. 
Anthony, in behalf of women's rights, says 
"well done;" and Fred Douglass with many 
compliments, while recognizing the dawn of the 
millennium, declines the mission to Hayti. But 
the simple fact is that it is as useless for Gen- 
eral Grant to try to please everybody as it 
was for the miller on that famous journey with 
his boy and donkey. The only course for the 
General is to distribute the offices regardless of 
cliques and factions, and to shape out and pro- 
claim a bold American policy oa our foreign 
relations, which, in commanding the endorse- 
ment of the people, will compel the co-opera- 
tion of Congress. 


The present session is about to close. ' In 


the long interval to December next the whole 
weight of the government in its domnstic and 
foreign affairs will rest upon the shoulders of 
the President. Ilia responsibilities will be 
great; but his opportunities will also be 
great for the development of a general policy 
which will make his administration a great anc 
glorious success. To this end let him, first ol 
all, stick to his text concerning his Cabinet, 
bearing still in mind that "masterly inactivity" 
is not the policy for the present age of progress, 
action and expansion, and there will be "no 
such word as fail."

Passage of the Reconstruction Bill—Tho 


Olive Branch Supreme. 


The Senate has wisely grasped tho olive 


branch extended by the President in Ms mes- 
sage recommending that the three unrecon- 
structed States be permitted to vote on the 
constitutions prepared for them, and has 
passed the bill of the House, with an amend- 
ment, proposed by Senator Morton, to the 
effect that neither Virgiuia, Mississippi "or 
Texas shall be admitted to representation in 
Congress until their respective Legislatures 
shall ratify the fifteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution. This proviso was resisted by Sena- 
tors Trumbuli and ConkTing" as ~a breach of 
faith to the States in question, and as arrogat- 
ing to Congress, which has only the power to 
propose amendments to the 
constitution, 


the right to coerce States to their adop- 
tion. But the republican ring which cou- 
irols the Senate was blind to everything 
except its fear of the probable effect upon the 
Presidential election in 1872, and insisted upon 
the amendment. The House promptly con- 
curred in the Senate amendment, and the bill 
will this morning be seat to the President for 
iis signature. 


It has been the scheming for the next Presi- 


dential election, and not, in fact, any evidence 
of disloyalty on the part of the Southern peo- 
ple, whioh has so long delayed and troubled 
;he question of reconstruction of the Southern 
States, and which has to-day forced the Senate 
to an unwilling grasp of the olive branch 
extended by General Grant. Turn the electo- 
ral calculations whichever way they would, 
the republican managers saw that the ten 
Southern States would hold the balance of 
power in the next election. 
For 
this 


reason they sought to hold control of these 
States. But the brooding dissensions in their 
ranks came to overthrow their plans for fur- 
ther delay. -In the struggle between Butler 
nd Scheack for leadership in the House the 
danger loomed up that Butler might obtain the 
control of this fearful political balance. 
He 


lad beea a democrat, and in an emergency he 
might return to his first love and leave the re- 
publican managers out in the cold. Hence 
the sober"second thought of the majority led 
them to reject the report of the Judiciary 


iommittee and to permit the remaining States 
to reconstruct and the woik of peace to go on. 


Jn. his action on this question the Presi- 


dent 
has 
shown 
political 
wisdom and 


conferred a material benefit upon the whole 
country. His timely message brought the 
question, with all its complications, fairly 
and squarely up, and the result has justified 
his course. 
The people are tired of these 


political schemes -which interfere with the in- 
dustry and material prosperity of so large a 
portion of the Union, and wish to see produc- 
ion and trade fairly restored to their supre- 
macy over the political needs of this, that or 
any ring of party managers. Let tbe South 
go on now with its material development and 
restoration, under the olive branch which the 
President has offered; and let the politicians 
n the Senate and out of it keep their schemes 
within the dictates of prudence and common 
sense. 


SPANISH BAEBAKITIES isf CUBA.—The Cuban 


revolution must soon terminate, either in the 
assertion of independence or the continued en- 
slavement of the people. Francisco Leon, an 
American citizen, andAugustin Medina were 
garroted iu Havana yesterday. They bore 
their fate as men and patriots, Leon cryins out 
"Viva Independencia!" as he mounted the scaf- 
fold. The spectators were intensely excited, 
and some of them uttered words of sympathy. 
On this the volunteers who guarded the place 
of execution faced round and fired on the 
crowd, killing six men and wounding many 
others. Can nations hold colcaies by the gar- 
rote, the bayonet and fire musketry in this age 
of civilization ?

important diplomatic post be tendered by Presi- 
dent Grant to ex-Governor Curtm, of Penn- 
sylvania.

Senator 8rrmfmt>a toot Spread. 


Senator Sprague, of Rhode Island, has again, 


electrified the Senate and the country with an- 
other of his pungent, stirring and character- 
istic speeches. His theme, like his pioneer 
effort, was the deplorable condition of the 
country, taking the whiskey and tobacco tax 
as the text upon which to hinge his sparkling 
effusion. 
Although on reading his speech it is 


at times a little difficult to uibCeru what he is 
exactly driving at, yet it must be remembered 
that one of England's most remarkable men, 
Sir Horace Walpole, was noted for occasional 
obscurity and ambiguity while giving utterance 
to noble thoughts. 
Senator Sprague is the 


Walpole of the American Senate. 
Like Wal- 


pole, he rarely addresses the Senate, but when 
he does he stirs up the old fogies amazingly. 
As was said of Walpole so we may remark of 
Sprague—his life is devoted to the gratification 
of a fastidious and whimsical taste, and in a 
measure to retailing and recording the politi- 
cal gossip and fashionable scandal of the day. 
Furthermore, and in continuation of this an- 
alogy, Sprague, like Walpole, is placed in 
comfortable circumstances so far as worldly 
possessions are concerned; 
has a 
taste 


for 
pictures, prints, books, 
manuscripts, 


relics 
of 
antiquity, 
objects 
of 
vertu 


and a thousand odds and ends; in brief, 
he is a sort of gatherer up of uncoa- 
sidered trifles, with which he amuses himself 
and edifies his friends. Moreover, Sprague, 
like Walpole, to continue the figure, is famous 
for his letters, the style being singularly easy 
and appropriate—take, for example, the 
brusque note addressed lately by Mr. Sprague 
to the editor of a Rhode Island paper; and as 
was said of Walpole, so it may be repeated of 
Sprague: "the most eccentric, the most arti- 
ficial, the moat fastidious, the most capricious 
of men," he is, nevertheless, just the man for 
the times and for the United States Senate as 
at present constituted. 
He startles the old 


drybones of that body with a sudden shock 
that a telegraph operator sometimes feels 
whEe manipulating his instrument during a 
thunder storm.

the same time they overhauled an English 
schooner at anchor under the island. It does 
not appear that they found the fugitives, for 
none ai e reported to hij.ve been carried to Ha- 
vana. The landing of the Spanish marines on 
British teiritory was a high-handed outrage 
and has caused great irritation throughout the 
Bahamas, and we presume immediate repara- 
tion will be demanded. If we continue our 
diplomatic palaver with these zealots much 
longer we shall not be surprised to hear they 
have landed at Key West for the purpose of 
keeping our sympathizing republicans in order. 


Navigation Interests in Congress. 


The select Committee on American Naviga- 


tion Interests has been authorized by the 
House of Representatives to sit, during the 
vacation of Congress, at such times and places 
as may be deemed advisable, for the purpose 
of taking testimony, to be reported to tha 
House on the second Monday in January next. 
This action of the House is very well as far as 
it goes; but the real work remains with tha 
committee, and if the committee would do 
its work properly it must not be idle during 
the summer and falL 
The navigation interests 


of this great republic and maritime nation pre- 
sent a subject of the highest importance and 
one which, under the present depressed state 
of those interests, calls for prompt and thorough, 
investigation and the application of whatever 
legislative remedy can be afforded. The direct 
and principal cause of the decline of American 
shipping was, as all know, the late war. The 
cause of our shipping interests remaining so 
depressed is partly on account of the high price 
of materials and labor, and consequent great 
cost of shipbuilding, and partly owing to the 
ridiculous law which forbids American regis- 
ters to vessels built outside of the country. It 
is evident we cannot compete with England in 
shipbuilding under the present condition of 
things, and all the protective laws we could 
pass would be comparatively unavailing in 
restoring our mercantile marine to what it for- 
merly was. True, we should entourage ship- 
building as much as possible, but the effectual 
way to increase American tonnage and to pro- 
mote our navigation interests is to allow our 
people to buy ships wherever they can get them 
cheapest and beat and give such ships Ameri- 
can registers. Let us hope the committee will 
take broad views of the subject and report 
some such measures as we suggest to sestore 
the shipping interests of our country. 


The Ilurien Ship Canal—Onr Volition! and t 


War Necessities. 


The resolution of Mr. Wilson, of the Senate, 


to authorize the President to appoint a com- 
mission to survey a ship canal or ship railway 
route across the isthmus is most opportune. 
Heretofore the whole attention of the country 
has been attracted to our national effort to push 
through to the Pacific Ocean by a nil road 
route. This ia now virtually accomplished, 
and the next great object which follows natu- 
rally in line is the transit of the isthmus for 
loaded vessels. 
This done we shall have ren- 


dered our geographical position as nearly com- 
plete as is possible under existing circum- 
stances. In addition to the numerous reasona 
we have from time to time adduced for the cut- 
ting of a ship canal between the two oceans we 
now call attention to the political features at- 
tendant upon tlie enterprise. 
Our Atlantic 


and Pacific, coasts are very widely separated 
in regard to naval access. The naval forces 
which we use on this side cannot, uudcr an 
emergency, be used on the other. It there- 
fore, in time of peace as well as war, becomes 
necessary to keep what may be charaeterized 
as a double naval force where, in case there 
was a ship canal, we could freely use the same 
vessels on both coasts. 
Our fleet divided into 


two sections would, in a combined attack of 
foreign countries upon us, run great risk of 
disaster, and with the loss of our navy would 
come the desolation of our coasts, both tha 
Californian and the Atlantic. 


There have been many peace congresses, 


philanthropic and somewhat Utopian argu- 
ments used in favor ol a union of tho great 
maritime Powers for the purpose of piercing 
the isthmus- This looks broad, perhaps states- 
manlike ; but we believe that, as nations have 
no world's congress as yet, aud self-progress is 
the great moving lever of nationalities, it 
becomes the United States to study her own 
political interests in the Darien ship canal 
question, and not the interests of Europe. 
Wore France and England to unite with us in. 
the prosecution of the work it would of neces- 
sity be under a contract that, in time of war, 
tho canal should not be used for the passage 
of naval craft. 
The isthmus would simply ba 


useful to the merchant marine of all nations. 
This would bo of immense value to France and 
Kngland, and, while it advanced their great 
commercial views, would not in any manner 
affect their naval power, owing to the com- 
pactness and tho position of thoir territory. 
So far as the defence of the United States ia 
concerned the Darlon canal, built under such 
an arrangement, would not be of any value 
whatever to us. The war value of tho work 
would be placed entirely in the hands of our 
maritime rivals, and we should thus forever 
surrender lo foreign governments one Of tho 
principal pegs lo our future commercial and 
national greatness. 


Another political value which tho canal 


would give us is tho greater oase of access to 
our coast line on both oceans, as regards tho 
interchange of products. While freight over tho 
Pacific Railroad from ?au Francisco to Now 
York cannot bp brought for less than four cents a 
ton per inilp, or about one hundred and twenty- 
fiv<* dollars per ton for the onlirp distance, it 
will find iln way through thn Darien canal 
or less than a fourth part of this price. Th« 
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effect of this upon the political stability of the 
country can only be estimated ia part by judg- 
ing how absolutely essential it is that such an 
immense territory as ours should be very close- 
ly tied together by quick and cheap communi- 
cations if we would preserve our present 
national boundary lines. 
N Expediency is the great keynote of political 
economy, and it is expedient for the United 
Stales io acquhe eoutiul of the Isthmus of 
J?anaina at the very earliest moment, so that 
operations may be immediately commenced 
for the junction of the two oceans. For the 
reasons we have named the work should be 
done and controlled entirely by ourselves, 
giving, of course, the other maritime Powers 
its use under the same scale of tolls levied 
xiponour own commeiee. Surveys should be 
commenced at once, and a thorough examina- 
tion made for the most feasible route for the 
oanal. Above all things the Colombian gov- 
ernment should not, by such treaties as the 
one lately negotiated by Mr. Seward for his 
New York friends, be petitioned to yield the 
right of transit upon a strip of territory which 
•he claims, but over which she has no control. 
Panama is in the hands of a horde of semi- 
Civilized negroes and half-breeds, who keep it 
in constant turmoil. There should be no hesi- 
tation, therefore, on the part of our govern- 
ment, to alter this sad condition of affairs 
which has such weighty bearing upon our fu- 
ture. In every view Panama is a necessity to 
us, and our Congress should boldly declare 
this fact. If'Colombia will aot recognize it 
the balance of the world will. As a military, 
naval and national defensive outpost it is im- 
possible to estimate the value of the Darien 
Isthmus to us, and it should even to-day be 
garrisoned by a body of United States troops 
as much as any fortification we possess.

now that the prospect of an emergency arising 


for an increase of our naval squadron in the West 
Indies is apparent, and the government has deter- 
mined upon bending additional men-of-war to that 
station to protect American, interests, an error not 
heretofore noted has been brought to view in the 
policy of placing war vessels in ordinary which could 
not be made available with that expedition which is 
most essential to prompt action. The mistake re- 
ferred to is the Ill-advised custom heretofore Indulged 
in by the Navy Department ol housing vessels upon 
their return Irom a cruise before perfecting needed 
repairs and placing them in condition for active ser- 
vice wherever necessity might call for them. In the 
opmiou ol many oulcers ol distinction and cxperi 
ence it is not judicious to tit out vessels in 
a hurry, or, rather, tinker them up, as ia too 
often done when a sudden and immediate order is 
made for their equipment at the navy yards. All 
vi'3bel3 have to be repaired eventually, and the 
proper time to execute these repairs Is when they 
return Irom a cruise preparatory to beine laid up 
fauch, a oonne, if pursued by the government' 
would be a source of economy, and one which would 
groutly augment the strength and efficiency of the 
eiiip. Rotten timbers should be removed as soon as 
practicable in all cases. The action "or the salt 
water upon the Iron bolts about a vessel cauans tne 
metal lo corrode very rapidly and rots the timber 
which decay reeda upon Itself and extends to such a 
degree as to materially impair the strength of tlie 
parts infected. Hence the propriety of removing all 
decaying timber and replacing it with that which is 
sound.

The deed was committed about daylight. The 
neighbors heard Mrs. Grey scream, and gorai to the " 
nouse found the wife and four children cut to pieces 
with an axe, and the murderer enaeaToTmg to hanu 
himsetr. He was arrested and lodged in St. Patu 
jail, where It required three or four men to aold him 
In answer'to inquiries he would only reply, "I killed 
them an witn an axe. Oh, hang me." The wife was s 
murdered first, being cut in the head and stabbed 
several times. The children were then murdered 
and placed in a row on the floor, their throats so 
badly cut as to nearly sever the Head from tue body. 
The murdererhad evidently chopped their heads 
with an axe, mutilating them BO as to render recog- 
nition almost impossible. The prisoner, at Intervals 
of the paroxysms of maniacal f nry.made a statement 
detailing the particulars of the murder. He says his 
motive was that he feared he was coming to poverty 
and the family would be left destitnt*,and so thought 
it would be better to send them to heaven at once. 
The prisoner tried to beat his brains out several 
tunes by jumping against tne sides cf tae ceil.

HEBEDiTAHT ABILITY. 


The Jadicanl Xjights of 


[From the Boston Advertiser, April 6.] 
The subject of Hereditary ability haa attracted 
some attention in England lately, and a very cunotu 
letter was recently published in the Tones founded 
upon Mr. loss' tables of all the English judges 
from the earliest tunes, showing in what a number 
of instancei several members of the same family 
often in airect descent, have attained a high position 
at the English, bar ana have been appointed to the 
bench. A similar list can be formed rrom the judges 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, and, in pro- 
portion to their number, perhaps quite as remarka- 
ble as that which the industry or antiquaries has 
discovered in England. 
From the llat published in the Manual of 
the General Court ror 1889, page 1JS, it appears 
that between 1832 and 1775 there were thirty-three 
judges of the Superior Court of Judicature or the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay. Among tuesc 
were tnree Cuanlnss. two Sewalls (both chief jus- 
tices), two Lyndea (also clUer Justices), and two 
Hutchlnsons, and members of The distinguished 
families of winthrop, Dudley, Leverett, Quincy Sal- 
tonstall and OUver. 


Hince 1775 there nave been forty-iwo Justices or the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts, from v, hom we 
have selected the following names:— 
John Adams, the first chief justice, and the second 
President or the United States, whose family is too 
celebrated to need special mention. 
William Gushing, the second chief justice, and 
afterwards judge of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, a near relative of 


Nathan Gushing, judge 17»0-1800, and of 
Caleb Cushlng, judge 1852-53, and afterwards At- 
turncy-General of the United States, and of 
Eobert Treat Paine, judge 1790-1804, one of tne 
signers OT tU? peclaration of Independence. 


ededia!r~uStCFrjadire.}J56-79, was tbe rather of 
Jed 


Dwlght roster, chief justice {I jftS-gommon Pleas 
and United States Senator Iroffl JaSssacSuaetcs, and 
or Theodore Foster, united States Senator from 
Rhode Island, and great-grandfather of 
Dwight 1'osler, judge iao«-<!9. 
Francis Dana, the fourth chief justice and Minis- 
ter to Itussia, was the son of Richard Dana, judge 
or the provincial Court or Common Picas and 
nephew or Edmund Trowbrtdge, the atnest and most 
learned of the judges of the provincial Superior 
Court; and was also father of Richard Henry Dana 
the poet, grandfather or Kichard Henry Dana Jr 
one of the present leaders of the Boston bar, and 
nnclc of General George Kinnaird Dana, of the Lng- 
lish army. 


James Sullivan, judge 1776-82, and afterwards 
governor; was a brotner of General John Sullivan 
and father ol the late Hon WUliam Sullivan. 


TheopUllus Parsons, the flftn chief justice, was the 
father of Hon. Tueophllus Parsons, Done Professor or 
Law In Harvard University. 
David Sewall, judge 1777-89, and 
Samuel Sewall, the sixth chief justice, were near 
relatives and descendants of Chief Justice Samuel 
Sewall, of witchcraft celebrity. 
Simeon Strong, judge 1801-5, was, we believe, a 
near relative of Governor Caleb Strong, and was 
father of Solomon Strong, jndgc of the Court of 
Com- 
mon Pleas. 


Theodore Sedgwlck, judge 1803-13, and previously 
speaker and senator In Congress, was father of 
Robert Sedgwlck. and grandfather of Theodore faedg- 
wick, two distinguished members of the New York 
bar. Miss Sedgwick, the well known authoress, was 
his daughter. 
. Daniel Dewey, judge 1814-15, was the father or 
Charles Augustus Dewey. jud^e 1837-06, and a son 


of the latter, Francis Housuaw Dewey, is onu or the 
present judges or the Superior Court. The late 
uanlei Dewey Barnard, of Albany, minister at the 
court of Prussia, was their cousin. 
Lev! Lincoln, judge 1824-45, and afterwards goVfir- 


nor, was the son of Levi Lincoln, Attoraey General 
or the United states, and brother or Cnocli Lincoln, 
governor of Maiue, 


Marcus Morton, judge 1825-40, and afterwards gov- 
ernor, waa the lather of Marcus Morton, one ot tbe 
present judges of the Superior Court. 
Euoie/.er Kockwood Hoar, jndgo 1859-69, and now 
Attornoy General of the United btatea, is tlio son of 
the late Hon. Samuel Hoar, of Coucoid, and brother 
or tho Hon. George triable Hoar, member of Con- 
gress from Worcester. They are grandsons of Roger 
bherman and first cousins or tho late Governor Ko- 
ger Sherman Baldwin, of Connecticut, and of William 
Maxwell Evartg, lately Attorney General or the 
United States. 
Seta Ames, one of the present Judges of the court, 
Is the sou of tue celebrated Fisher Ames. 
This list is necessarily impenect, particularly In 
relationship on the female side, and possibly In one 
or two instances Incorrect, but it U singularly strong 
evidence m support of the theory to which we refer- 
red above.

Several facts of intereat have transpired in refer- 
ence to the Eaton and rwitchell tragedies. It is found 
on inquiry that Mrs. Twitchell had never said or 
•wiixtBD. a. word to Governor Geary in behalf of her 
nusband. Ou one occasion a closely-veiled woman 
called at the Executive Department a-no. obtained an 
interview in company with a female tneuQ, -rue 
friend spoke a few sentences iu favor of Twitchelt, 
but the veiled woman, who was afterwards repre- 
•Bented to have been Mrs. Twitchell, remained both 
veiled and silent during the short interview. The 
only appeal made by TwitcheJl to the Governor was 
the following:—

Twnia "Excellency J. "W. GEABY, Governor of Pennsylvania:— 


SITE—As In *t vprj- short time I have to appear before the 
bar of God, and knowing that for the protection of socictytho 
majestj of the law must be sustained, yet it doea seem vnry 
hard tnat I mual sutler for a crime which I know nothing 
abont. I would ask that, if you might not deem it inconsis- 
tent with yonr official dutj, 7011 will give me a tittle time ba- 
fore executing this dread sentence, for I feel that Providence 
will yet shed some new light on this awful deed by which I 
may be enabled to prove to the world my entire innocence of 
Iu Hoping that you may not deem this request intrusive I 
am, sir, very respectfully, GEORGE S. TWITCHELL, JK. 


The letters sent to the Governor in behalf of 
Twitchell were from the utmost variety or sources. 
Some were sentimental, some legal, and qmte a 
number gave the history or cases in which innocent 
men had been hung on circumstantial evidence. 
Among the persons who visited tlie Governor on 
belialfof Twitchell was Altgelt, the witness who 
swore that he saw two men Jeave the scene of the 
murder. An aunt of Twitchell was also at aams- 
burg. Not the least singular feature of the mat^ 
ter was tbe conduct of Gibersou and Dyke, two 
of the jurors who convicted the accused. On 
the 24tb ol March, 1889, they signed a paper 
alleging Informality or impropriety m the trial and 
11 was sent to the Executive on tde 27tli of March, 
three days afterwards. They sent a private letter to 
Governor Geary urging him not to pay any attention 
to then first gtatemeut. The pressure unon the 
Governor was intense, but the appeals lacked the 
one great essential, viz.—evidence. The course of 
the Executive was marked with courtesy and every 
opportunity was given to those who desired to 
change his views. From the day of the verdict he 
has seen no evidence to shake his faith in that ver- 
dict. 
Every human probability has asserted the 
guilt of Twitchell. 
In the case of Baton strong appeals were also 
made. Eaton was the associate of thieves and was 
himself a runner for gambling houses and an instru- 
ment for reckless characters. It was this class of 
men who asserted his innocence, and here, as in the 
case of Twitchell, all the appeals lor mercy were un- 
supported by a shadow of 
e-videuce. John C. 
Heenan, the pugilist, and brother of the murdered 
man, telegraphed on Wednesday to the Governor on 
behalf of Eaton, but his Excellencv deemed the 
surety and good order or society required the execu- 
tion. Since that event a threatening letter has been 
received at the Executive Department declaring that 
the death of Eaton will be avenged. The letter snared 
tlie rate of all anonymuus commumcation&-
